Bell Raps GOP 
Leadership Again 

Says Pew-Grundy- 
Taylor Fail to Recog- 
nize Ills ofParty 

Better principles, leadership and 
candidates were advocated for the 
ills of the Republican Party by Lt. 
Gov. John C. Bell, Jr., Wynnewood, 
in another attack on the Pew- 
Grundy-Taylor boss control in 
Bethlehem Tuesday night. 

Bell, whom the bosses tried to 
sidetrack with an $18,000 a year 
judgeship appointment several 
weeks ago, urged a Republican 
New Deal for Pennsylvania. 

Speaking before the Northamp- 
ton Council of Republican Women 
Bell criticized Joseph N. Pew. Jr.. 
Ardmore. multi-millionaire party 
benefactor of Ardmore and his po- 
litical friends Senator M. Harvey 
Tavlor, Dauphin County boss, and 
Joseph Grundy, Bucks County 
leader, of failing to take heed 
from the defeat the party suffer- 
ed last November. 

"If the same thing had happen- 
ed to a businessman, he would have 
worked night and day to analyze 
the reasons for the disaster and 
to correct the mistakes which had 
been made and to plan for a suc- 
cessful future. With rare excep- 
tions, the leaders of the Republi- 
can party have failed to realize 
the weaknesses and mistakes of 
our party and consequently they 
have done nothing toward correct- 
ing these faults or adopting a more 
constructive program for the fu- 
ture."

Landing of the Welsh Quakers 

Having obtained 5.000 acres of land in America from William 
Penn through John ap Thomas and Edward ap Jones, a party of 
forty Welsh Quakers landed at Upland. August 14, 1682. Finding 
their purchase already settled, they decided to accept, the offer of 
land West of the Schuylkill. So settled the Welsh in the vicinity of 
Narberth. 

Revolutionary Days at Strcepcr's Tavern 

The land upon which Streeper's Tavern, now the General Wavne 
Inn. was built, was first owned by Edward Jones. It stood along the 
first thoroughfare in this section. Old Lancaster Road, now Mont- 
gomery Pike. Through Revolutionary War days it stood as a land- 
mark, a stopping place for rich and poor alike. 
General Wayne Inn 

After the Revolutionary War. Streeper's Tavern became known 
as the General Wayne Inn. The development of land, the building 
of the turnpike and the "new" Philadelphia and Columbia Railroad 
running close by. made the Inn a common meeting place where the 
future of the community was anticipated or despaired of.

Levering's Map of Lower Merion Township (dated 1851) shows 
the land North of Haverford and Merion Roads owned by Ann Price 
Jackson and Edward R. Price. The original Price iRees) homestead 
was in Lower Merion Township, at the North end of Brookhurst 
Ave. It was used by Lord Cornwallis as his headquarters while in 
this vicinity. Another Price homestead, that of Edward Price, still 
" stands diagonally across from Merion Meeting, now known as the 
John A. Mowrer property. It is from this estate and that originallv 
owned by Ann Price Jackson, later by the Fureys, that the North side 
of Narberth was developed. 

Platform Gossip at Elm Station 

Libertyville was the first railroad station in this vicinity, on the 
old Philadelphia and Columbia Railroad, which ran close by the 
school property. In 1850 the Pennsylvania Railroad bought this 82- 
mile line and the, new station was given the name of Elm by William 
Thomas who had given the ground on which the station was built. 
The village South of station had been called Elm, named for the 
Thomas home in' Wales. Later the name was changed to Narberth. 
presumably by George B. Roberts, president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, who renamed many of the stations for towns in Wales from 
which the early settlers had come. 

Granting the Charter 

The .Narberth Bank Association, organized October 9, 1889, ap- 
pointed a committee on June 13, 1893. to investigate the ad"isability 
Of obtaining a borough charter. A properly signed petition was ap- 
proved by the Grand Jury but set aside by Judge Aaron S. Swartz, 
on the basis of objections presented by lay and business groups. In 
May 1894 a new petition, coinciding with the Judge's decision, was 
presented, and was reported favorably by the Grand Jury on June 7, 
1894. On January 21. 1895, the petition was confirmed by Judge 
Swartz and Narberth was incorporated as a borough. 
Early Days in Narberth 

Many of the privileges we enjoy today in Narberth- had their be- 
ginnings in the gay nineties. The public school was opened by Lower 
Merion Township in January 1892. accommodating pupils who had 
formerly attended Wynnewood School and the Lower Merion Acad- 
emy. The first Narberth School^ear began September 2, 1895, with 
44 pupils. Electricity was secures in 1893. The Narberth Fire Com- 
pany was organized in 1897. The religious life of the borough grew 
apace with the founding of churches and later the Y. M. C. A. The 
Board of Health was organized in 1895. Gas lines were laid in 1896. 

Welcome Home 

In the decade following 1910. Narberth grew in population from 
1,700 to 3,700. The Narberth Civic Association became an active 
force in the borough, its two outstanding accomplishments being the 
founding of "Our Town" newspaper, first published October 15, 1914, 
and the development of Narbrook Park, begun in 1915. The first Bov 
Scout Troop was started in the same year. World War I found the 
borough engaged in many emergency activities while homes suffered 
the anxiety attending the absence of sons in service. Nine Narberth 
men made the supreme sacrifice. In 1919, the Harold D. Speakman 
Post of the American Legion was formed and today still serves in the 
interests of veterans of World War I and II. 
Progress in Narberth 

The closing of the Y. M. C. A. in 1920 left Narberth without a 
recreation center. This need was met by. the acquisition of a play- 
ground* in 1922, upon which was built, in 1926. the Community Build- 
ing, around which much of the community life centers. Into it was 
moved the Community Library, May 1, 1926. The public school pop- 
ulation had outgrown the local school facilities and in September 1923 
the senior high school students were transferred to Lower Merion 
High. In this era we secured police protection U922), the milk and 
building codes were enacted (1922 and 1923, respectively) and three 
voting precincts were established (1924).

In recent years the organizations and institutions of the borough 
have continued to render service and keep alive a community spirit 
unsurpassed anywhere.

On Memorial Fraud 

Says Families Of War 
Heroes Are Being 
Mulcted 



Next of kin of Army casualties 
should guard against the possibil- 
ity of being victimized by certain 
individuals, groups and organiza 



Army casualty lists provide the 
basis of fraudulent exploitation, 
Norman L. John, director, Mont- 
gomery County Department of 
War Veterans' Affairs, coutioned 
today. » v 

Information indicating that such 
fraudulent schemes, designed to 
mulct the families of American 
war heroes, are now being con- 
ducted has recently come .to the 
attention of John through the War 
Department. 

These schemes take on varying 
forms, the most common of which 
is to write the next of kin, as ap- 
pearing in the newspaper casualty 
lifts, seeking further information 
on the soldier listed as a casualty. 
The next of kin is advised that the 
deceased soldier is to be given a 
particular and special niche in a 
so-called "hall of fame" or "hero's 
memorial book" or photographic 
layout. 

Deposits in advance or other 
cash remittance requirements are 
set. forth and as soon as the remit- 
tance is received from the next of 
kin the transaction is closed and 
another American fighting man's 
family has been victimized by this 
newest and most despicable form 
of swindler. 

The United States Post Office 
Department has been taking vig- 
orous action in all such cases as 
fast as they are uncovered. Postal 
fraud orders, denying the use of 
the U. S. mails to these casualty 
list swindlers, are issued, and crim- 
inal prosecution follows in those 
crises where the facts warrant such 
action.

Seaman Bailey Had 
Same Experience 
As a Boy Scout 

Last Friday morning, S. 1/C 
Charles A. Bailey of 110 Merion 
Ave.. Narberth, and S. 1/C Teddy 
J. Harwick of Olympia. Washing- 
ton, whom he had brought home 
on his 48 hour liberty, decided to 
go fishing down in Mill Creek. 
When they reached the estate of 
Stacey B. Lloyd, about 11 A. M., 
they saw a parked car in a field, 
the car occupied by two women, 
apparently asleep. Seaman Bailey 
opened the car door, shook one 
of the women. He then saw the 
hose attached to the exhaust of the 
automobile and put through the 
car window. He went to the main 
house on the estate and called the 
Lower Merion Police. 

Some six or seven years ago 
when he was a Boy Scout. Seaman 
Baiiey, on another fishing trip 
found the body of a man along 
Mill Creek. 

The two women who died in a 
suicide pact were identified as 
Mrs. Paula Kellogg, 26. a divorcee, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. James 
Gifford Kellogg of 80 Locust Rd., 
Winnetka.

introduced by Charles H. Brun- 
ner. Jr.. of Norristown and was 
under consideration in the H«ise 
Committee on Counties at Harris- 
burg. Lambert Cadwalader, of 
Villanova. is chairman of this 
committee. 

The bill would permit counties 
that wish to do so to rebuilt, re- 
pair and maintain dams within 
their respective county borders. At 
the quarterly meeting of the 
County Federation held in Norris- 
town two days before the Lower 
Merion meeting, it was pointed out 
that' in Montgomery Countyalone 
there are more than 50 old grist 
mill dams, as well as several large 
pre-war W.P.A. constructed dams 
that are badly in need of' repair, 
and could be reconstructed to the 
general advantage of the streams 
and the people living along them 
if the County had legal authority 
to repair them. At the same meet- 
ing of the County Federation dele- 
gates from 11 sportsmen's organi- 
zations, including the Lower Mer- 
ion group, sent telegrams to Rep- 
resentative Cadwalader and urged 
other residents of the County to 
contact him and their legislators 

to request passage of this bill.

Simon Crunch Opines: 

"Go ring the bells and fire the 
guns for Uncle Sam has licked the 
Huns!" This cry is heard the 
country o'er from- city desk to vil- 
lage store. All's oyer but the final 
shout, the lines' of march are all 
laid out. and workers feel they 
can let down — ; 'the job is done, 
let's bo to town!" But prudence 
tells us we should "wait till vic- 
tory's sure to celebrate. . . 



Ever wonder why one candidate 
gets the top position on the bal- 
lot at a Primary or General Elec- 
tion when there are two or more 
running for the same office? Well, 
it's not a matter of "knowing 
someone." nor is it a matter of 
the alphabet. It's simply Lady 
Luck herself batting away at the 
spitballs hurled by old man "law 
of averages." 

In more dignified langauge. here 
is what happens when two or 
more candidates file petitions for 
the same office on the Republi- 
can or Democratic ticket. A day 
is set by the County Board of 
Elections soon after the final day 
for withdrawal of petitions has 
passed. All candidates where 
there is a contest are notified of 
this day and invited to appear 
personally to draw for their own 
number if they wish. If they do 
not appear at the time of the 
drawing, which is usually held in 
the board room of the county 
commissioners' office, someone 
else present is asked to draw for 
the absent candidate. 

The chief clerk of the Board of 
Elections is in charge of the draw- 
ing. From Ills lists of candidates, 
he calls the names for a particu- 
lar office. If they are present, they 
are handed a black pellet bearing 
a number which the chief clerk 
shakes out of a leather pouch- 
like container, a device very sim- 
ilar to that used in the game of 
Kelly Pool. The candidates or 
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those representing them, then call 
out the numbers of the pellets 
they received which are taken 
down by the stenographer of the 
Board of Elections. The method 
used is this: the lowest numbered 
pellet receives the first position 
on the ballot: the second lowest 
number gets the next or second 
place on the ballot, and so forth. 
In this way. each candidate has 
equal chance of drawing the fav- 
ored top position on the ballot, 
which students of practical poli- 
tics say is worth from 10 to 25 
percent of the votes cast at a 
primary or election. Of course, 
they qualify this by pointing out 
that the better candidates are 
known to the voters of the unit 
doing the voting, the less the top 
position means. 

Where there are no contests for 
office, but two or more persons 
are to be nominated, then the 
names are arranged in alphabeti- 
cal order since no one candidate 
is favored by position on the bal- 
lot. 

At last Thursday's drawing for 
places on the Primary ballot at 
the Court House, fewer than 
twenty candidates appeared per- 
sonally although there were 64 
contests where drawings were 
necessary to decide the order of 
listing. A total of 1200 petitions 
were filed with the County Board 
of Elections with some 1000 can- 
didates to be nominated at the 
Primary on Junclo. 



Oliver E. Robinson has been 
named basketball coach at Lower 
Merion High School to succeed 
famous Bill Anderson, who re- 
signed last week to become athletic 
director at Lafayette College. 

The announcement of Robin- 
son's selection by F. A. Dubois, su- 
perintendent of schools, came 
somewhat as a surprise because he 
wasn't active in interscholastic 
basketball this past season, al- 
though his name was mentioned 
last week among those eligible in 
the system. 

Rabinson is a quiet, likeable 
young man of 39 who has been a 
member of the Lower Merion High 
faculty since 1939. He was an out- 
standing all-around athlete at 
Washington College where he play- 
ed varsity football, basketball and 
baseball, and before coming to L. 
M. was a successful coach at Ches- 
ter. Berwyn and Morristown. N. J. 
Two years ago he coached the 
basketball team at Haverford 
School'while a member of the local 
faculty. 

He was an outstanding player 
in independent basketball ranks 
after his graduation from Wash- 
ington and he played with Brook- 
line in the Main Line League dur- 
ing the 1936-37 season. 

He has had little opportunity to 
become known to the Lower Mer- 
ion sports public because he has 
been jayvee coach in baseball, an 
assistant in soccer and football 
and he helped out in the intra- 
mural basketball program. 

Just recently Robinson was ap- 
pointed head of Lower Merion's 
Summer recreation program.

The Wage Protest League has 
threatened political action against 
Senator Heyburn who has placed 
a factional ticket in the field 
against the Delaware County Re- 
publican Organization. At the 
head of Heyburns' Delaware Coun- 
ty Republican primary ticket is E. 
Wallace Chadwick. Rose Valley 
candidate for Orphans Court 
Joseph N. Pew. multi-millionaire 
Republican Party benefactor, who 
told an official of the Tax League 
several weeks ago that he didn't 
mind paying his wage tax. He then 
referred the League official to 
Senator Heyburn. Pew lives in 
Ardmore. 

On April 18 Keenan sent the 
following telegram to Senator 
Heyburn. 
.judge. 

Senator Heyburn is alligned with 

"Your failure to get the James 
Anti-Wage Tax Bill to the Floor 
of the Senate, as promised, is in- 
defensible. For six years you have 
helped Philadelphia to impose the 
iniquitous wage tax on the work- 
ing people of our county. We shall 
notify the people that while you 
were elected from Delaware Coun- 
ty you have consistently looked af- 
ter the interests of Philadelphia 
to the detriment of your own con- 
stituents. 

'For the fourth session of the 
Legislature starting with the 
Bretherick Bills in 1939. 1941. and 
1943, and ending with the Jafes 
Bill in 1945. you have failed to lift 
a finger to end the tax on Dela- 
ware County wage earners, and 
with the aid of the Martin Admin- 
istration forces with which you are 
aligned, our people are again pay- 
ing. We do not intend to forget."

Haverford Township school di- 
rectors on April 12 approved a 
1945-46 school budget $47,761.04 
higher than last year but voted to 
keep the same tax rate. 

The tax rate will be 19 and one- 
'half mills of $1.95 per $100 of as- 
sessed valuation on real estate. 

School directors passed the 
tentative budget calling for ex- 
penditures of $894,362.70 which 
compares with estimated expendi- 
tures for 1944-45 of $846,601.66. 
The fiscal year of the school dis- 
trict ends in July. 

Assessed valuation from which 
the school district will draw its 
tax receipts will be a little under 
what it was for the last year. For 
1944-45 receipts came from an as- 
sessed valuation in the township 
of $34,630,603 while this year the 
valuation will be $34,507,253

KNOW YOUR 
STATE 

The ratification by the General 
Assembly of the Ohio River Valley 
Sanitation Compact marks an im- 
portant forward step in the con- 
trol of stream pollution by state 
authority. 

This Compact represents the 
culmination of an effort extend- 
ing over twenty years, begininng 
with a. meeting in Pittsburgh in 
1924 to obtain an agreement 
among all states in the Ohio River 
Basin to unite in a program of 
stream pollution control. Author- 
ity was obtained from Congress In 
1936 to form the Compact which 
will become effective for all states 
in the Ohio Valley upon its ratifi- 
cation by the Legislature of Vir- 
ginia. 

The Ohio River Sanitation 
Compact provides a basis for in- 
terstate cooperation in the elimin- 
ation of stream pollution through 
the development of practical and 
uniform standards. Administra- 
tion of pollution abatement meas- 
ures will be through existing state 
agencies thus avoiding duplication 



of effort and the weakening of 
■tate authority. The recognition 
of interstate responsibility in this 
as In other fields has as its only 
alternative the further extension 
of federal powers into fields which 
have thus far been a state respon- 
sibility. 

To improve the waters of such 
a river as the Ohio was impos- 
sible by any single state authority 
since there was always the prob- 
lem of pollution from sources for- 
ther up stream. Under this agree- 
ment pollution in the entire Ohio 
River, from source to mouth, will 
be controlled by the united effort 
of all the states involved and the 
signing of the bill which ratified 
this Compact for Pennsylvania 
was an important part of the con- 
servation program which has been 
pushed so vigorously by our State 
Government in the present Ses- 
sion of the Legislature.

own. However, it would be an en- 
tirely different story should 
Brookline develop a strong follow- 
ing of its own by playing at Vet- 
erans Park. This is definitely pos- 
sible in our opinion, but only time 

will tell.

Manoa was in a ticklish spot in 
this field controversy as members 
of its club put in a lot of hard 
work in helping to make Veterans 
Park playable two years ago and 



it was their suggestions that 
prompted the township to turn 
the field into a decent ball park. 
It isn't hard to understand their

Six Teams Survive 'Big Wind? 
So Main Line Baseball League 
Will Open on Schedule May 13 



If the final meeting to complete 
plans for the Main Line Baseball 
League can be taken as a criter- 
ion, the 41st campaign, which 
opens May 13, won't be lacking in 
keen rivalry nor excitement. 

It took the managers four and 
one-half hours of debate and side- 
bar conferences to complete the 
pre-season business at Narbcrth 
Monday night and when it was 
finished hardly anyone was satis- 
fled. 

Narberth left the confab con- 
vinced everyone was again 'em in- 
asmuch as all but one of its pro- 
posals had been voted down : Manoa 
grumbled that it sot the "burnt 
end of the stick"; Sad-eyed Eddie 
Hare, of Brookline. complained 
"they made me feel like a robber": 
Ardmore was still hot under the 
collar at Narberth's uncompromis- 
ing demand for a home game July 
4: new member Llanerch. which 
had been both pro and con on the 
major issue, was a bit confused by 
It ail. while Al Truesdell. of far 
removed Collegeville. just shook his 
head with wonder and unbelief. 

But all parties were agreed that 
the league would open as planned 
May 13 with the following first 
day schedule: 

Ardmore at Llanerch: College- 
ville at Narberth: Brookline at 
Manoa. 

It was also agreed but quite re- 
luctantly, that Brookline could 
play its home games at Veterans 
Park. Darby and Manoa Rds.. 
Brookline. on the dates Manoa 
was scheduled away from home. 

It was decided unanimously to 
have paid official scorekeepers ap- 
pointed for each game. 



Failing to carry the required 
two-thirds vote were proposed 
amendments (1) that would have 
changed the preliminary playoff 
draw so that the No. 1 team would 
have played the team finishing 
fourth instea of the third place 
team. (2) that would made the 
preliminary playoffs the best three 
out of five games, and (3) that 
\\o\jM have permitted the home 
leairo to keep the net receipts in 
the preliminary playoffs. 

Also defeated was a motion to 
increase the dues $10 per club in 
order to create a fund of $60 to 
be awarded the team finishing the 
regular season in first place. 

Major issue was whether or not 
Brookline should be permitted to 
play at Veterans Park, thereby 
setting the precedent of allowing 
two teams- to use the same home 
field. 

Narberth led the fight against it. 
claiang that each team had been 
told last year it had to have a 
home field of its own and insisting 
that Brookline games on Manoa's 
home field would hurt Manoa's 
following on away games. 

George Passmorc. manager of 
the Llanerch team which will be 
competing in the league for the 
first time, pointed out that per- 
mission for Brookline to play at 
Veterans Park would be unfair to 
Llanerch in thai, Llanerch had un- 
derstood each club had to have a 
field and had sunk $1500 into a 
field at Township Line and Bur- 
mont Rd.. whereas this wouldn't 
have been necessary as it was also 
eligible to play at Veterans Park.

Distribution of it at nf till
